Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — 

I liave  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Report 
upon  tlie  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  for  the  year  1923. 

It  seems  desirable  to  examine  the  evidence  available  as  to  whether 
the  ]\Iedical  Inspection  and  treatment  of  the  Elementary  School 
Children  has  been  justified  and  to  what  extent  the  condition  of  the 
children  has  been  improved. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  anjmne  who  can  call  to  mind  the  physical 
condition  and  well-being  of  the  Elementary  School  Children  of  tlie  Citj* 
prior  to  or  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  School  IMedical  Ins)iec- 
tiou,  that  this  condition  has  greatly  altered  for  the  better,  and  that  tliis 
obvious  improvement  is  a real  and  deep  one  is  amply  established  by  the 
Statistical  evidence  furnished  by  the  appemled  Table,  which,  thanks  to 
the  records  which  have  l)een  ke])t,  I am  able  to  publish.  The  figures 
relat(‘  to  ronline  cases  only  ; all  si)ecial  cases  for  ol)vious  reasons  being 
excluded,  and  defects  are  given  in  percentages.

With  regard  to  cleanliness,  it  will  be  noted  that  dnring  the  past 
year  not  a single  case  presented  for  inspection  to  the  School  Medical 
Inspector  was  found  to  he  verminous.  This  does  not,  of  course,  mean 
that  there  are  no  verminous  children  in  the  schools,  as  some  are 
landouhtedly  specially  cleansed  for  medical  inspection,  of  which  the 
|)arents  have  due  notice  ; but  this  applied  equally  also  to  the  previous 
year  when,  nevertheless,  21  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  verminous,  so 
that  the  figures  are  strictly  comparable. 

Special  surprise  visits  to  schools  without  notice  to  parents  are  now 
made  by  the  School  Nurses,  who  examine  children  as  to  their  condition 
of  cleanliness,  of  which  examination  an  account  will  l)e  found  in  the 
He  port. 


NUTRITION. 


Under  this  headiuL',  the  number  of  children  wlio  are  ill-nourished 
and  in  school  attendance  has  fallen  by  50  % since  190b. 

TEETH. 

Under  this  heading  there  is  an  apparent  increase  ; the  figures  in 
this  case  are  not  comparable,  as  the  standard  of  decay  constituting  a 
defect  has  been  altered. 

NOSE  AND  THROAT  (including  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  and  Enlarged 
Cervical  Glands).  There  has  been  a reduction  from  31  % to  15  %. 

EYE  DISEASE  AND  VISION. 

Also  show  a marked  reduction  from  17  % to  10%. 

EAR  DISEASE  AND  HEARING. 

Whereas  12'2  % were  defective  in  1908,  the  defects  in  1923  was  2'6  % 
The  explanation  of  this  I consider  is  due  partly  to  the  increased  atten- 
tion now  given  to  minor  ailments  of  ear  and  throat,  to  the  special 
attention  given  to  the  prevention  of  these  complications  arising  during 
the  course  of  specific  fevers,  and  to  the  treatment  now  given  for  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids,  which  is  a prolific  cause  of  ear  troubles. 

DEFECTIVE  SPEECH. 

Has  fallen  from  U3  % to  ‘4  % 

BACKWARD  CHILDREN. 

From  8%  to  IT  % due  in  part  to  improved  physical  condition  (see 
special  enquiry  table). 

HEART  DISEASE  is  reduced  by  50  % 


LUNG  DISEASES  frotn  2*3  % to  '7  % 
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DISEASES  OF  THE  NERVOUS  SYSTEM. 

Tlierr  is  an  increase  from  1 % to  2’4  %,  which  I am  unable  to 
explain. 


TUBERCULOSIS  has  increased  from  '04%  to  O’l  %,  almost  certainly  due 
to  improved  methods  of  dia^jnosis. 


RICKETS,  whicli  is  a nutrition  disease,  and  depends  largely  upon  infant 
feeding,  has  decreased  from  3'5  % to  ’4  %,  this,  no  doubt,  partly  the  result 
of  IMaternity  and  Child  Welfare  work. 

DEFORMITIES  are  reduced  from  h'.S  % to  ‘9  % 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  from  2-o%  to  r()% 

OTHER  DISEASES  are  reduced  frojii  9.2  to  1.7.  The  total  defects  upon 
inspection,  which  were  in  190cS  138%.  i.e.,  tliere  was  more  than  one 
defect  per  child,  has  been  reduced  to  55  %.  and  most  satisfactory  of  all  is 
that  the  number  of  defects  requiring  treatim-'ut  have  been  retluced  from 
38%  to  11%,  which  shows  that  not  only  is  there  a very  considerable 
reduction  in  the  defects  revealed,  but  also  that  they  are  of  a much  less 
serious  character  than  formerly. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Ihe  arrangements  and  methods  adopted  for  the  medical  inspection 
of  the  children  have  been  in  all  respects  similar  to  those  described  in 
previous  Reports.  The  children  examined  include  the  Entrants,  Leavers- 
and  Intermediate  Group  (aged  8),  other  Routine,  Special  Cases,  and 
Re-ins[)ection  of  Defective  Children,  the  numbers  examined  being  set 
forth  on  Table  I. 

TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  Poor  Law  Authority  for  operative 
fi'eatment  have  proved  quite  satisfactory. 

(See  Table  IV.,  Group  111.) 


SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 


Tlie  particulars  of  the  School  Medical  Inspection  of  Secondary 
Schools  appears  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

FOLLOWING  UP. 

For  this  purpose  the  City  is  divided  into  convenient  areas,  each 
School  Nurse  having  charge  of  her  own  District,  and  during  the  year 
the  School  Nurses  made  4091  home  visits  in  this  connection. 

OPEN  AIR  SCHOOLS. 

At  present  we  have  no  Open  Air  Schools,  although  in  suitable 
weather  school  playgrounds  are  largely  used  for  the  holding  of  classes 
I consider  that  a day  open  air  school  would  be  one  of  the  most  useful 
aids  we  could  have  for  the  prevention  of  disease,  and  would  improve 
he  physical  and  mental  health  of  many  of  the  children. 


SPECIAL  INQUIRY. 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  and  myself  have  continued 
this  inquiry  into  the  association  of  physical  defects  with  backwardness 
in  school  children,  and  from  Table  A",  it  will  be  observed  that  of  762 
children  classified  as  backward,  that  is  to  say,  two  standards  below  that 
of  nornud  children,  no  less  than  68. 9 per  cent,  were  found  to  be  suffer- 
ing from  physical  defects  which,  in  our  opinion,  is  sufficient  to  account 
for  their  backwardness. 

STAFF.

CO-ORDINATION. 

As  the  School  Medical  Officer,  who  is  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
is  engaged  in  clinical  as  well  as  administrative  duties,  there  is  no 
dilliculty  in  co-ordinating  the  work  of  the  different  Departments. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 


(a)  Uncleanliness  (see  Tal)le  IV.,  Gi'oiii)  IV.) 

I liave  to  i-opoi't  a.  steady  improvement  in  the  condition  of  children 
attending  the  Klementary  Schools  in  tlie  matter  of  cleanliness.  This 
has  lieen  continnons  since  the  institntiim  of  school  medical  work.  At 
present  the  School  Nurses  make  visits  to  the  schools,  particularly  dui'iiif^ 
the  week  following  re-opening  after  holidays.  During  the  yeai-  tlie 
School  Nurses  paid  ILS  visits  to  schools  in  tliis  connection,  the  actual 
numl)er  of  children  examined  Iieing  17,135.  Of  this  number  304  wei'e 
unsatisfactory,  2t)0  of  these  were  cleansed  satisfactorily  by  their  (larents 
after  notice  was  given,  and  in  44  cases  it  was  found  necessai'y  that  the 
cleansing  should  bo  done  Ity  the  Authority  at  the  cleansing  station. 

No  legal  i)rocepdings  were  taken  against  parents  under  the  Educa- 
tion Act,  1321.  Section  87. 

(b)  Tuberculosis. 

44iirty  children  have  been  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Inspector 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  for  prolonged  observation  by  the  Tuber- 
culosis Officer,  and  of  these  4 were  notified  as  being  definitely 
tu!)ercular,  13  were  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  tulterculosis,  and 
13  were  still  under  the  observation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the 
end  of  the  j’ear. 

RINGWORM. 

122  cases  have  been  treated  at  the  School  Clinic  during  the  year,  74 
being  ringworm  of  the  scalp  and  48  ringworm  affecting  other  parts  of 
the  body,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid  to  the  Clinic  for  the  treatment 
of  this  disease  was  3214.  93  were  cured,  and  23  still  remained  under 

treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

IMPETIGO. 

474  cases  of  this  disease  were  treated  at  the  Clinic,  making  4043 
attendances,  and  all  were  cured. 
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SCABIES. 

'I'lie  ti'eatiiieiit  extended  to  these  cases  hy  the  Public  Health  Coin- 
iiiiltei'  and  the  I'lducation  Authority  has  l■esulted  in  a great  reduction  in 
the  number  of  cases.  During  the  year  13  cases  only  were  excluded 
from  school.  10  attended  the  Clinic  for  treatment,  and  3 were  treated 
privately.  The  cases  attending  the  Clinic  made  110  attendances,  and 
were  all  cured.  One  case  being  treated  privately  remained  under  treat- 
ment at  the  end  of  the  year,  also  one  Clinic  case. 

VISION. 

Arrangements  with  the  West  of  England  Eye  Infirmary  still  con- 
tinue. See  Table  lY.,  Group  II.  Two  cases  have  been  operated  upon 
for  S(iuint  at  the  Eye  Infirmary. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

The  Uepoi  t of  the  School  Dentist  on  this  work  is  attached.  See 
Table  IV..  Group  IV. 

MINOR  AILMENTS.  Table  IV..  Group  1. 

The  treatment  of  Ear  and  Eye  Diseases  commenced  in  May  this 
year.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  treatment  of  Skin  Diseases  previously 
carried  out. 

SWIMMING  INSTRUCTION. 

The  ari’angements  whereby  Elementary  School  Children  are 
regularly  taught  swimming  at  the  Corporation  Baths  continue,  and 
dui'ing  the  year  361*  scholars  qualified  for  ceidificates  of  proficiency  in 
swimming.  'Phe  total  number  of  scholars  on  the  swimming  register 
during  the  season  was  1252. 

Medical  in.spection  of  those  wishing  to  compete  in  the  annual 
Swimming  Gala,  221  cases  being  examined,  and  in  2 of  these  cases  it 
was  considered  inadvisable  for  the  children  to  compete. 
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EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS. 

Uiuler  the  Bye-laws  in  force,  (li*  medical  certilicates  were  is.sued  and 
49  children  were  I'c-exaniined  for  continuation  of  employment,  and  in 
no  case  was  it  found  that  the  children’s  employment  was  detrimental  to 
health  or  education. 

SCHOLARSHIPS,  BURSARS,  AND  STUDENT  TEACHERS. 

44  were  examined  and  passed,  subject  in  4 cases  to  having  defects 
remedied. 

ENTERTAINMENT  CERTIFICATES 

4 (firls  examined  and  found  suitable  for  employment. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS  AND  OTHERS. 

()1  per  cent,  of  the  jiarents  were  present  in  the  schools  at  the 
examination,  and.  yenerallj^  speaking,  these  parents  showed  every  desire 
to  co-operate  with  the  school  staff  for  the  benefit  of  theii'  children. 

I acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  assistance  given  me  by  the 
Secretary  for  Education,  Head  Teachers,  School  Attendance  Officers, 
and  various  voluntary  agencies,  both  for  help  in  facilitating  the  work 
of  inspection  ami  in  obtaining  treatment  for  ailing  children.  In  the 
matter  of  treatment,  Inspector  Hart,  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  has  been  most 
helpful.
